17. Hearing of application c.x-parte.—(1) where on 
the date fixed for hearing the application or on any 
other date to which such hearing may be adjourned, 
the applicant appears and the respondent does not 
appear when the application i^ called on for hearing, 
the Tribunal may, in its discretion, adjourn or hear 
and decide ’.he application ex-partc. 

(2) Where an application has been licarcd cX-parte

an order setting aside the ex-parte hearing as against 
him or them upon such terms as it thinks fit, and shall 
appoint a d.ay for proceeding with the application :

(vijil to dispose of all matters relating to the ser¬ 
vice of notices or other processes, applica¬ 
tions for the issue of fresh notices or for 
extending the time therefor;
